To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Lyman. 

Mrs.  Ingham  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Report  for 
the  year  1925. 

The  population  for  1925,  estimated  at  5,490,  gives  a 
very  reasonable  birth  rate  and  death  rate,  when  considered 
in  relation  to  the  births  and  deaths  in  Lynim  in  1925. 

The  population  in  1924  was  taken  as  5,464. 

The  Census  population  1901-1921  were  as  below  :  — 
1901 — 4,707. 

1911 — 4,989,  an  increase  of  282  or  6  per  cent. 

1921 — 5,288,  an  increase  of  299  or  5.9  per  cent. 

The  area  of  the  District  in  acres  (land  and  inland 
waters)  is  4,375  acres. 

Births. 

In  1925  there  were  80  births  registered  in  the  District, 
and  of  these  44  were  males  and  36  females. 

In  1924  there  were  actually  85  births. 

The  birth  rate  for’  1920  was  24.7.

Average  1920-1924  Returns  19.4. 
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The  birth  rate  for  1925  is  14.9.  This  figure  is  sugges¬ 
tive  in  connection  with  80  births  only  for  the  year,  and  a 
low  estimate  of  increase  of  population,  and  shows,  1 
think,  another1  strong  reason  for  the  Welfare  Centre,  and 
that  at  present  in  Lymm  Birth  Control  Clinics  and  teaching 
are  not  an  urgent  necessity. 

Deaths. 

There  were  58  deaths  of  residents  during  the  year 
3925.  The  re  were  27  deaths  of  males  and  31  of  females. 
12  residents  died  outside  the  District,  and  one  non-resident 
within  it. 


The  death  rate  for  1925  was  10.6.

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A  total  of  26  deaths  out  of  58  at  70  years  and  over. 

Infant  Mortality. 

In  1925  there  were  6  deaths  of  infants  under  12  months 
of  age — 2,  males  and  4  females.  Of  these  1  male  and  2 
females  died  within  the  first  week  after  birth  from 
Congenital  Debility,  &c.  One  male  died  at  12  days  from 
overlying.  One  female  at  10  months  from  pneumonia, 
and  one  female  at  1  1  months  from  bronchitis. 

These  6  deaths  out  of  80  births  for  the  year  give  a 
death  rate  at  75  per  thousand  births  registered.  For  1924 
the  rate  was  59. 
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Appended  is  a  tabular  statement  from  the  County 
Midwife1  of  the  year’s  work  in  the  District  :  —

Infants’  Welfare  Centre. 

A  glance  at  Nurse  Meadows’  Report  following  will 
show**  that  the  Centre  is  progresssing  in  its  much  needed 
activities.  We  are  at  present  in  the  early  stages  of  our 
journey  towards  happiness  as  far  as  physical,  health  is 
concerned.  There  are  still  a  large  number  of  “do  nots’’ 
to  emphasize.  Cease  to  do  evil  is  the  first  stage  ere  we 
learn  to  do  good.  The  young  mother  to-day  does  not 
know  the  evil  tube-bottle  of  old.  The  dummy  has  very 
few  friends.  Over  feeding  and  unnatural  feeding  of 
sucking  infants  is  less  practised,  and  there  is  generally  a 
belief  that  the  very  best*  food  for  the  babe  is  that  which 
nature  normally  supplies  by  the  mother,  and,  failing  this, 
the  nearest  substitute  obtainable.  The  main  function  of 
the  child  is  growth,  and  growth  demands  food  suitable  in 
quantity  and  quality.

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Infectious  Disease. 

In4  1925  there  were  23  cases  of  infectious  disease 
(notifiable)  notified  and  treated  as  under  :  — 

Scarlet  fever  ...  19  cases  with  1  death.

Of  these  5  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  2  of  diphtheria 
were  treated  in  Warrington  Isolation  Hospital  ;  8  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  1  of  diphtheria  in  the  Lymm  Isolation 
Hospital  ;  and  6  cases1  of  scarlet  fever  at  home.  Whooping 
cough,  measles  and  mumps  were  prevalent  during  the 
year.  Of  the  mumps,  the  outbreak  was  characterised  by  a 
considerable  number  of  young  adults.  There  were  a  few 
ear  complications  (otitis  media),  and  a  series  of  about  5 
cases  of  abdominal  complications  (acute  pancreatitis),  with 
vomiting,  pain  and  temperature  and  constipation.  Of 
course,  during  the  prevalence  of  mumps,  and  with 
observed  parotid  swelling,  such  a  condition  would  not  be 
too*  difficult  to  diagnose.  But  even  during  an  outbreak  of 
mumps,  with  no  dependable  history  of  swelling  of  the  neck 
and  face,  and  no  other  case  in  a  family,  acute  abdomen 
or  a  typhoid  group  infection  might  be  easily  suspected. 

Seventeen  examinations  for  the  presence  of 
diphtheria  organisms  were  made  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Manchester,  two  of  which  were  positive.  1 
am  still  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  measles  and  chicken 
pox  should  be  again  made  notifiable. 


Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  1925  five  cases*  of  tubercular  disease 
were  notified  to  me— three  females  and  two  males.  Three 
pulmonary  and  two  nompulmonary,  one  of  the  hip  joint 
and  one  of  the  abdomen.  There  were  three  deaths  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  one  male  and  two  female,  and 
one  case  of  other  tubercular  disease.  I  have  not  sufficient 
data  to  be  enabled  to  state  the  average  duration  of  life 
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after  positive  diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tubercle.  Most  cer¬ 
tainly  some  relapse,  and  one  case  notified  this  year  was 
previously  notified  in  1912.  I  must  again  repeat  that  the 
tubercular  patients  must  not  consider  that  they  are  immune 
from  relapse  or  re-attack  when  they  leave  the  Sanatorium 
cured,  but  must  regulate  their  future  lives  as  far  as  possible 
so  as  to  keep  up  their  resistance  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
and  avoid  re-infection.  Very  easy  to  say,  but  difficult  to 
do  especially  with  regard  to  making  a  living  for  themselves 
and  perhaps  for  their  dependents.  By  the  County  9  exami¬ 
nations  of  sputum  were  made  with  negative  results.  By 
the  Manchester  Public  Heath  Laboratory  5  examinations 
with  negative  results  also.  It  is  the  practice  of  the  County 
to  take  three  samples  at  short  intervals  in  suspicious 
cases.  Granted  that  the  normal  individual  can  resist  ordi¬ 
nary  liability  to  infection,  it  is  the  task  of  preventive 
medicine  and  society  to  see  that  the  individual  can  if  he 
will  live  his  life  under  the  best  conditions  ;  of  the  physician 
to  make  early  diagnosis,  and  see  that  the  best  treatment  be 
supplied;  of  the  pathologist  to  limit  to  the  very  utmost  the 
supply  and  production  of  bacilli,  human  and  bovine,  by 
destroying  the  sputum  at  its  source,  and  by  checking  the 
disease  in  cattle  used,  for  milk  and  food.  All  this  is  being 
done,  and  I  think  that  suitable  unfallacious  figures  could 
be  produced  to  show  that  the  incidence,  relapses  and 
fatalities  due  to  pulmonary  tubercle  had  become  less 
during  the  last  ten  years. 


Water  Supply, 

The  water  supply  for  the  District  is  provided  by 
Artesian  borings  which  is  bacterially  pure,  and  affords  a 
constant  and  adequate  supply.  The  water  is  hard  but  suit¬ 
able  for  domestic  and  drinking  purposes.  There  is  no 
incidence  in  the  District  of  any  disease  likely  to  be  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  water  used  for  drinking  purposes.  Stone  is 
not  unduly  common,  and  although  we  have  goitre,  1  am 
not  convinced  that  enlarged  thyroid  is  due  to  hard  water. 
A  new  electric  pump  has  been  installed. 


Housing  and  Town  Planning,  &c. 

Action  in  1925  with  respect  to  housing  and  town  plan¬ 
ning,  extension  of  water  supply,  sewerage  and  sewage 
removal,  &c.,  is  detailed  in  the  Report  of  your  Surveyor 
and  Sanitary  Inspector  appended. 
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Resume. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  in  the  year  1925  for 
Lymm,  seems  to  me,  the  small  number  of  births,  and 
therefore  however  small  one  makes  the  increase  of  popu¬ 
lation,  the  low  birth  rate.  The  number  of  births  was 
smaller  than  in  1 924,  but  deaths  in  infants  under  1 2  months 
was  sma  11.  This  is  not  the  place  to  discuss  the  modern 
craze,  of  Birth  Control  teaching,  but  I  am  of  opinion 
that  if  social  conditions  do  not  admit  at  present  of  large 
families,  those  conditions,  thoroughly  artificial  as  they  are, 
must  and  can  be  altered,  rather  than  the  fundamental 
biological  and  physiological  end  of  creation  reproduction 
and  its  laws.  As  evolutionists,  we  are  treading  on  very 
dangerous  ground  when  we  venture  to  interfere  with 
natural  quantitative  and  qualitative  development.  Crude 
Darwinism  shows  us  that  much,  and  results  in  France  with 
regard  to  human  beings  show  that  if  by  control  we  mean 
to  increase  or  lessen  supply  just  as  we  like  and  how  we 
like,  the  word  “control”  is  a  misnomer.  With  a  match  a 
child  can  set  fire  to  a  paraffin  shop,  but  who  can  put  it 
out?  After  all,  we  can  breed  splendid  emigrants  here, 
and  we  have  the  places  we  can  send  them  to,  where  they 
will  be  welcomed  and  should  be  happy.  Another  point 
of  interest  is  the  comparatively  large  number  of  deaths  at 
ages  over  70  years. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  help  again  this  year,  and 
Nurse  Meadows  for  the  keen  interest  she  takes  in  Welfare 
work  both  at  the  Clinics  and  the  homes  of  the  people.  We 
have  not,  I  hope,  gone  back  in  1925  from  our  ideal  of 
trying  to  obtain  the  highest  health  factor  possible  to  mul¬ 
tiply  the  terms  that  make  for  the  happiness  of  our  people 
here.

Inspectors’  Report 

Y ear  ending  3 1  st  December ,  1923. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Urban  District  Council  of  Lymm . 

Mrs.  Ingham  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  our  Annual 
Report  relative  to  Sanitary  works  in  the  Urban  District  of 
Lymm  for  the  year  ended  3  1st  December,  1925. 

Housing,  &c. 

The  inspection  of  houses  during  the  year  almost  in¬ 
variably  culminated  in  a  ready  response  to  informal  notices 
by  property  owners  to  carry  out  repairs,  and  thereby  resort 
to  statutory  notices  was  not  required. 

Inspection  of  148  houses  was  made,  147  of  which  re¬ 
quired  repairs.  One  house  was  considered  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  a  Closing  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  the 
same.  The  Demolition  Order  was  deferred  for  six  months, 
during  which  time  the  owner  promised  to  sell  the  house  to 
a  prospective  owner-occupier  who  would  make  the  house 
reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

With  regard  to  the  147  houses  requiring  repairs,  it 
was  necessary  to  serve  statutory  notices  under  Section  28 
of  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.  Act,  1919,  and 
Section  3  of  the  Housing  Act,  1925,  in  respect  of  31,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  remainder  (1  16),  informal  action  and 
consultations  with  the  owners,  &c.,  resulted  in  effectual 
repairs  or  placing  instructions  with  contractors  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  work.  Repairs  were  carried  out  to  131 
houses,  and  the  remaining  16  are  receiving  attention.  17 
houses  reported  upon  during  the  preceding  year  have  been 
made  habitable. 

Twenty  new  houses  (non-parlour  type)  were  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  and  work  was 
commenced  on  the  erection  of  a  further  40  houses  (10 
parlour  type  and  30  non-parlour- type).  The  erection  of 
these  40  houses  is  now  well  in  hand,  and  the  Council  are 
proposing  to  build  a  further  20  houses. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  erection  of  these  houses,  together 
with  the  26  provided  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year, 
will  do  something  at  all  events  to  relieve  the  lack  of 
housing  accommodation  at  present  existing  in  the  District. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  a 
considerable  number  of  thej  existing  houses  are  in  an  un¬ 
satisfactory  condition,  and  will  undoubtedly  have  to  be 
condemned  in  the  near  future. 


Works  of  Sewering,  Draining,  Conversion 

and  Scavenging. 

During  the  year  the  following  new  lengths  of  sewers 
have  been  laid  : — In  Higher  Lane  between  Pennyhill  and 
the  Baptist  Chapel,  300  yards  of  9  in.  sewer  ;  In  Barrshank 
Lane  in  connection  with  the  new  Council  houses,  about 
1 00  yards  of  9  in.  sewer  and  150  yards  of  6  in.  sewer  ; 
and  at  Broomedge  about  180  yards  of  9  in.  sewer. 

The  sewers  in  the  District  are  systematical!}'  inspected, 
and  the  improvements  recently  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  ejectors  and  pumping  plant  in  the  Heatley  area 
have  proved  very  effective. 

There  were  135  inspections  made  in  connection  with 
defective  drainage,  and  in  all  instances  the  defects  were 
remedied.  New  drains  are  smoke  tested. 

In  the  Sandy  Lane  District  40  privies  were  converted 
into  wrater  closets  and  new  drainage  was  laid.  The  obso¬ 
lete  half-covered  middens  running  in  conjunction  with  the 
privies  were  abolished,  and  ashbins  were  installed  in  place 
thereof.  Four  privies  in  other  parts  of  the  District  were 
converted  into  water  closets. 

1  he  Broomedge  Privy  Conversion  Scheme  was  held 
up,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  service  of  statutory  notices 
will  be  made  shortly  and  the  work  commenced. 

Refuse  removal  is  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  own 
workmen  and  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a  two-ton  Vulcan 
motor  lorry. 

The  dry  refuse  is  at  present  carted  to  tips,  principally 
at  Sow  Brook,  and  the  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  to  agricul¬ 
turists  in  the  District.

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Factories,  Workshops  and  Bakehouses. 

The  factories,  workshops  and  bakehouses  are  periodi¬ 
cally  inspected,  and  altogether  151  inspections  were  made. 
It  was  necessary  to  serve  13  informal  notices  relative  to 
sanitary  defects,  each  of  which  was  complied  with.  During 
the  coming  year  it  is  probable  that  the  Home  Office  will 
issue  an  Order  making  compulsory  the  provision  of 
adequate  washing  facilities  and  a  supply  of  towels  in  all 
bakehouses. 

Water  Supply. 

Town’s  water  from  Artesian  wells  is  supplied  to  about 
90  per  cent,  of  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District.  A  separate 
water  supply  has  been  installed  in  24  houses  during  the 
year.  Inadequacy  was  contended  in  all  cases,  in  one 
instance  13  houses  being  provided  with  water  from  one 
bib  tap.  The  number  of  samples  analysed  during  1925 
were  : — chemically,  i  ;  bacteriologically,  3. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

During  the  year,  closer  acquaintance  was  made  with 
all  slaughterers,  and  this  was  made  possible  by  the 
launching  of  the  Public  Plealth  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924, 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  1st  day  of  April.  These 
regulations  are  a  real  asset  to  the  District  as  compulsory 
notification  is  made  of  all  animals  killed  for  human  con¬ 
sumption  three  hours  prior  to  slaughter.  This  has  long  been 
desired,  for  not  only  does  it  indicate  to  the  butcher  that 
he  is  shouldering  partly  the  health  of  the  District,  but  the 
regulations  reveal  to  the  Inspector  the  necessity  of  not 
only  a  closer  knowledge  of  the  inspection  of  meat  in 
slaughter  houses  for  diseased  conditions,  but  also  the  hand¬ 
ling,  conveyance  and  storage  of  meat. 

Under  these  regulations  the  Council  applied  for  the 
authority  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  use  for  the  purpose 
of  marking  carcases  of  animals  inspected  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  a  distinctive  mark  so  devised  as  to  indicate  the 
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identity  of  the  Local  Authority  and  of  the  Inspector  using 
the  mark.  The  Minister’s  authority  was  given  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  and  the  year  1926  will  be  commenced  with  a  further 
marked  improvement  in  meat  inspection. 

Byelaws  were  made  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of 
Lymm  with  respect  to  slaughter  houses  in  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Lymm  for  the  licensing,  registering  and  inspection 
of  slaughter  houses,  for  preventing  cruelty  therein,  for 
keeping  the  same  in  a  cleanly  and  proper  state,  for  re¬ 
moving  filth,  and  requiring  such  slaughter  houses  to  be 
provided  with  a  sufficient  supply  of  water.  The  byelaws 
were  allowed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  5th  day  of 
August. 

There  are  three  private  slaughter  houses  in  use  in  the 
District  to  which  405  visits  were  made.  Dr.  J.  Spencer 
Low,  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  visited 
the  premises  and  remarked  upon  the  good  structure  and 
cleanliness  of  each  of  the  slaughter  houses. 

During  the  year  422  beasts,  35  calves,  364  sheep  and 
162  pigs  were  inspected  ante-mortemly  and  post-mortemly. 
The  following  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  due  principally  to  diseased  and  parasitic 
conditions,  viz.  :  —

In  addition  to  inspection  at  slaughter  houses,  65  other 
places  where  food  is  produced  or  sold  were  inspected. 
These  places  were  found  to  be  in  a  cleanly  condition. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies,  &c. 

Altogether,  237  inspections  have  been  made  of  the 
cowsheds,  dairies,  &c.,  following  which  it  was  necessary 
to  serve  five  informal  notices  which  were  complied  with. 

The  total  number  of  persons  on  the  register  kept  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act, 
3922,  is  as  follows  :  — 

20  as  Retail  Milk  Purveyors, 

21  as  Wholesale  Producers. 
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The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  con¬ 
solidating  certain  enactments  relating  to  Milk  and  Dairies, 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  September.  This  Act 
repealed  and  re-enacted  a  number  of  provisions  contained 
in  the  Contagious  diseases  (Animals)  Acts  and  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  with  regard  to  Milk  and  Dairies.  It 
also  reproduced  a  number  of  amendments  and  new  provi¬ 
sions  which  were  contained  in  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Act, 
1914,  the  operation  of  which  was  deferred. 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  made  an 
Order  providing  for  the  slaughter  of  bovine  animals 
affected  with  certain  specified  forms  of  tuberculosis  and 
for  the  payment  of  compensation  in  respect  of  animals  so 
slaughtered.  It;  is  hoped  by  this  means  to  eliminate  the 
dread  scourge  from  the  herds  in  this  country.  Further 
regulations  have  been  made  which  prohibit  the  employ¬ 
ment  in  dairies  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Canal  Boats. 

65  canal  boats  were  inspected  and  these  were  found 
to  contain  registered  cabin  space  for  210  persons,  occupied 
by  80  males,  40  females  and  36  children — 156  persons  in 

all. 

The  boats  inspected  were  in  a  clean,  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion.  In  some  instances  masters  were  apt  to  slightly  forget 
the  requirements  of  the  regulations  by  carrying  two  water 
vessels  on  one  boat,  ignoring  the  second  boat,  but  in  each 
case  this  fault  was  remedied  immediately. 

Lymm  Urban  District  Council  is  not  a  registration 
authority  under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts. 

Effluent  Sewage  Farms. 

The  effluents  from  the  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  at 
both  Statham  and  Sow  Brook,  which  have  been  frequently 
analysed  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee,  are 
good.
